THE BRITISH COLONIST. 
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Make Ready, 

The time which mast elapse before the 
Legislature meets is now measured by 
days. There is no longer doubt that 
upon the Legislature, at the approach- 
ing session, will deTolve the duty ot 
deciding whether this colony stall ontor 
the Dominion now, and upon what 
terms. It is scarcely less certain that 
thero will bo a majority voto cast for 
nnion. Yet, notwithstanding the immi- 
nence of the greatest politioal ovont in 
tho history of tho colony, an event 
which, whothor for good or for ill, can- 
not fail to project its influences vory far 
into futurity, is it not wondorful io 
mark tho degrco of unreadiness which 
pervades tho public mind ? It may 
safely be'aflirmed that upon tho ques- 
tion of union itself public opinion is suf- 
ficiently matured; but, in 60 far as tho 
extremely important matter of condi- 
tions is concerned, thero bus really boon 
no expression ol opinion on the part of 
tho publio beyond what may havo been 
evolved in tho course of nowspnpor dis- 
cussion. When ono refloats that Con- 
federation is not necessarily good per se 

that it must in a vory groat measuro 

rest with the conditions to render tho 
ohango benefioial or otherwise, this ap- 
athy regarding tho most vital part of 
the whole mutter is really unuccouut- 
abld Were public sentiment indifforont 
about tho quostion itself, and solicitouB 
about the conditions ot that union ,thero 
would really bo more reason in tho para- 
dox; for it is plain that, while union is 
our inevitable destiny, tho conditions 
may, to a great exteut, bo good or bad, 
according as tho peoplo make them. 
"We confess that we aro at a loss to ac- 
count for this fatal indifforanco about 
a matter of each profound importance 
It has been said that public opinion on 
political matters is dead — that a long 
Bories ot" mlsgovernment and disap- 
pointments have completely crushed 
out public opinion. This is doubtless 
truo to a certain extent, It is one of 
the evils of our illiberal and unropro« 
eentative system of government that it 
has a tendency to produco political in- 
difference, — political death. Yet wo 
were not quite prepared to find that 
publio opinion in this colony had be- 
oomo so utterly dead as not to rally in 
an emergenoy like tho present — when 
the people aro not only called upon to 
accept political mauumission, but invito.) 
to state their terms. To no part of tho 
United Colony does tho question of 
terms involve such serious consequences 
as to Victoria. There are so many 
things she wants, and which she oanaot 
well do without, yet which mUBt ho ask- 
ed for jn order to bo obtaiued. So far 
as tho Mainland is concerned, the oon- 
ditioDH are few, and most of them will 
naturally suggoBt themselves — will, in 
fact, almost come as a matter of course. 
For respcr siblo government thore will, 
in all probability, havo to bo a hard 
Btruggle ; but tho construction of tho 
railway, lorming, as it does, an essen- 
tial part of Confederation, must of ne- 
cessity bo pushed forward with all pos- 
sible speed, whether it bo made a stipu- 
lated condition or not. With Victoria 
tho case is, however, vory differont. 
Tho whole colony is interested in direct, 
stoam communication ; but Victoria 
more. Tho whole colony is interested 
in such fiscal changes as will enablo it 
to bocome the commercial and maritime 
centre for tho IS'orth Pacific ; but Vic- 
toria moro. The whole colony ij inter- 
ested in having the British naval foreo 
in tho Pacific stationod bore; but Vic- 
toria moie. Tho whole colony is inter, 
ested in having its chief city placed in 
possession of those conveniences and 
appliances esscntiul to onnblo it to take 
a position at once orediUblo to itself and 
to tho Dominion; but Victoria more. 
Now, while Victoria is the most interest- 
ed it is the most unready. It is repre- 
sented in tho Legislative Council by two 
gentlemen who still appear to conceive 
it to bo their mission to offer Cuiifodortti 
tion an unconditional opposition, — and 
•who will not evon 01 ndoscond to talk 
about terms. While it is truo that there 
gentlemen were, to some extent, elcoted 
because they were opposod to Confeder- 
ation,, yet it should bo remembered that 
there was opposed to tham a very lar^e 
British minority; nor should tho fact 
be lost sight of thut the position of the 
whole question has undergone a very 
great change since thut election. It is 
extremely questionable whether oven a 
largo minority would now voto for un- 
conditional opponents of tho mousure. 
But, whatever difference of opinion 
may still exist iu this community as to 
the desirability of Confederation, it may 
aafely be asserted that thoro aro fow 
indeed who do not regard the change 
as inevitable. It is, therefore, clearly 
tho interest and tho duty, and it ought 
to bo thedosiro of all to dilligently con- 
sider tho terms which would render tho 
approaching chango conducive iu tho 
highest degree to tho prosperity of the 
colony, U Will hardly ho necossary 
for us to point out what everyone must 
bo aware of — that tho usual courso for 
gentlemen situated as tbo city members 
are, is to adopt means for ascertaining 
the viows and wishes of their constitu- 
ents under tho altored conditiou of 
waiters— in fact, to fthk for fresh in- 
BtruotiouB, It is just possible that tho. mi 
peutlemeu may concuivo it to bo tho 
duty of tho people to tnko tho initiative; 
but it must bo remembered that any 
Buoh movement on tho part of tho 
people might bo considered to savor 
eomowuat of want of confidence, and 
ihat tho member! themselves are in a 



far moro favorable position to move. 
Besides, it iB tho universal custom, undor 
such conditions, mid in viow of snoh 
an emergency to invito a frosh expres- 
sion of opinion from tho people. With- 
out this it is difficult to understand how 
tho city members can consjstoutly moot 
tho Council and deal • with the groat 
question of the session. But, whatevor 
courso theso gontlomon may 8ee fit to 
pursuo, tho peoplo of Victoria ought not 
to neglect tho subject of the terms to bo 
sought from tho Canadian Government. 
Thoro aro too many iutorests at stake 
to admit of that.

lroni Barkeirvillc. 

Barkkryjlle, Deo 21th, 1 809 . 
Editor British Colonist I— the Peooo 
,i?et fever is increasing rapidly. All tho 
eporta which hava yot baan recoived, 
lough very reservud in Ihiir tone, indicate 
bat tho digging* there ate exteDsivo and 
ich. The evident attempt of the govern- 
aent party to conceal tho truth had the op 
oaito tQeot from that intendeJ, and make 
ho few who stalled up only tho more eager. 
Jennis Cain ana" Sylve t ter arrived t»t thy 
ia»ings first, and ataked ofl ground for aevir- 
I companies— nil of whioh have boon laid 
jver till June 20th. Tbia will enable par - 
ies to wait in the spring, until they can get 
uppliea on the ground, and will probabl.p 
)ie*eDt a rush ol people until somctbinj; 
nore defioito is known. 

It is now certain that all tho floating popa- 
ation ol Cariboo will emigrate next year 
o the new El Dorado, so liitlo dooa it take 
o get up an exciltmen'. Only u lew tlioua- 
md dollars are positively known to have 
oeon ostracted, and yet uvery id I e man oo 
William Creek is ready to rush up there us 
loon as spring opens. 

The owners of ihe steamer Enterprise in- 
tend to take her above tho Cottonwood can- 
yon as soon as the ice leaves the Fraser 
River. She will thon bo able to run witbi'i 
BUeea milea of Fort George. Bey-oral boats 
lire now being constructed ut Qucisnelmouib 
lo take freight from tho hoad of stiamboat 
navigation to Lako Tatla. The distance 
"rum Fort George by water iB abuut 250 
iniles, but mostly in daod wat-sr, and it is 
thought that eventually the ooBt of trans- 
porting freight from Soda Creek to a point 
siihia 30 or 40 mileB of the diggings, will 
not exceed 8sts per lb. This ia far different 
■ram the former rates to Cariboo in 1802. 
^A.mong tho boat.buildera ut QueBuelle ia 
Capt Wm Moore, lormer owner of the 
steamers A'exandra and Dutchman, llo is 
constructing a baigo capabloof taking 15 or 
toua. 

CaiD made the trip from Vita! Creek to 
Queanolleio 17 days. Under favorable cir- 
cumstances, ha thiolis he oould improve on 
this a few days. In the summer season, of 
courae, the jouiney by water would take 
much less time. 

If the reports continne to be favorable 
during the winter so n8 to induce a popula- 
tion from below. I think it would bo advis- 
able to make a late start. Tbo Eraser river 
generally begins to rise during the month ol 
April, and it ia usually dear of ice about 
May 1st. It ia impossible to get provisions 
to Lake Tatla before that time. Persons 
would then easily get upon lha ground by 
June 1st, which would allow ( a reasonable 
time to locate olairus. Tbo HudBon Bay 
Company had no provisions to sell at Stuart's 
Lake, and even at Quwnelle the stocks are 
very small. 

Some have spoken of.tho coaBt route being 
shorter. The tikeena river is navigable 
*6out80 miles by steamer and perhaps hall 
it at dUtmce farther by small boate. There 
is then a distance of probably 250 or 300 
milea to traversed io reach the mines. 
Until roadB a™ made through there no 
ransportation can compete with tho preseut 
u oute. The iD^aus on the Lower Skeena 
are aaid to ba %'ery bitterly opposed to the 
influx of the whi'es, and would probably 
give the first part/es much trouble. They 
lose have tho exclusive trade of the Babino 
.ad other tribes, Mil ^ill not readily consent 
to part with it. Of course the advent ol 
ihe -Boston.,' would destroy Ihe monopoly. 

Other parties are exoected from Vnul 
Creek during the winter. Probably ho next 
irrival will bring us some news of the now 
reek which Byrnes is said to have lound. 
i\ is thought that be bad a good prospect on 
this as he rolused to record any claims on 
Vital C eek, and said that ho had a better

[From tho Cariboo Sentinel, Dec 2&.] 
Mr Dennis Kane returned lo Barkerville 
T)er express lrom Quesnclmouth on Thursday, 
having just arrived lrom tba new mined. 
The country ia which the minea are situated 
is known as the Omioeua country. Mr. K. 
.left Quesnnlmouth on Ihe 30th October, to- 
Jtther with Mr R Sylvester, for tho new- 
diggings. They look with tbein seven horaca 
laden with provisions and started oo the 
Telegraph trail opposite QueMiehnouth, and 
arrived at Stuart's Lake on November 11th. 
The trail was very good all tho way t) Fort 
Fraser on Fraaer Lake, a distance ol about 
160 miles from Queanelmoiiih. From Fort 
Fraser to Stuuri's Luke, or Fort St James, a 
distance ol about 40 miles, the trail is oo- 
elructed in many places by burned timber, 
and a guide ia neeeusary. The only yuide 
this party had was a Hudson Bay home, 
which knew the rojd and led thorn safely lo 
Jheir destination, At Nicbarco river, before 
arriving at Eraser Like, they weie detained 
a L'all-day in croising. Mr P SOgden kind- 
ly ftiuiahed them with a canoe and two met), 
aud the animals were got over by swimming. 
From Quesuel mouth to Fruser Lake they 
found an abundanc: ol grass on the trail, and 
for tho distance io a mountainous country 
they thought it tho boat trail they had ever 
massed over. , 

Black aud McMillan arrived at smarts 
Lako on the I2th November, where .Kmc 
and Sylvesloi- lelt ihem oa the 14th. The 
Jutter proceeded in a boit upStuar.'o Like, 
tUking with them an Indian aud provisions. 
Alter passing up Smart's Like about 37 
milea they came to Tromley river. Thence 
they followed up 1'rom ley river, about il% 
miles, which brought them to Trornloy 
Like. This lake ia from 4 lo 5 miles wide 
and appaieutly of gieat length. It is walled 
io by very high rnountainB, and a strong 
breeze generally blows up aud down, and it is 
thereloro dangerous to croas. In order to 
reach the narrowest point fur croaaitig to 
Tatlau river they had to coast along the 
left side of tho lake for about nine miles, 
From Tromley Like lo Lalte Tat lab, up 
Tatlah tiver, the distance is ubout 22} miles, 
still water all tho way. Oa reaching Lake 
Tutlah they proceeded to a point on ihe 
northeast sido, up the lake u distance of CO 
miles, to the place known ai The Lattdfog, 
which is ihe end of boat navigation, The 
whole distance by bo it from Stuart Like, 
♦or Foil St Jarnee, without a portagf, to 
tho Landing ia about one hundred und sixty 
miles, und was made iu six days. The 
worst and moat dangerous navigation is in 
crossing Lako Tromley— all the rest is good, 
"i he shores of the lakes uregonerully abrupt 
«The weather from QueBiiol mouth to the 
Landing was very changeable After loav- 
jrug the landing then ooramenoad their great- 
ti?t difficulty, It requiring flvo days to travel 



a distance of fifty milee to Vital creek. A 
fow miles from the Landing they lonnd 
snow from two to throe feel deep, .and woro 
compelled io ubo snow-shoes, over a country 
similar to that from Qiesnel to Cottonwood, 
uniil renohing tho creek. On arriving at the 
creek they found Vital La Force— alter whom 
the creek is named— and Pat Kelly, who 
hntl been mining and prospecting until ob- 
liged to cease lrom oxtrome cold weathor. 

On Vital creek, Mr.Kano saw that work 
had been done in Bpota lor lour or tivu hun- 
dred leet. but no stilus had boon put down. 
On the 29th November, Hawkins and Grant, 
of Ihe discovery parly, arrived at tbe creek 
and immediately Eelected ground, leaving the 
ground claimed by Chapman and company. 
Kane and Sylvesler located ground above. 
The first work on theereek is about 1J miles 
from the mouth. Tbo diggings, where worked, 
are lrom two to four feet deep, growing deep- 
er furthor up stream. The creek is about 
the same iu apnourance along a di3tance of 
\y z to 2 milea above where it has been work- 
ed, and then it divides into two branohes , 
aud becomes steeper. 

On returning, Mr. Kano met Burns and 
others at the landing. At this point, Sylves- 
tor, the Discovery company, Ohupman and 
company and Black und company had dooioN 
ed to remain duriDg the winter, and when 
Mr. Kaue lelt them they had commenced 
building cabiriB. Davis ataited out to return 
with Kanr, but after travelling about sixty- 
rive miles, and meeting tbe first block of ice 
on Lako Tatlah, he turned back to the 
Landing. The parties ubove uamod deter- 
mined to winter at tbe Landijg becau«o it 
was to late in the season to get to Vital 
reek, with provisions, to pack which the In- 
diana demanded ten cents poi- pouud and the 
weather was too cold to admit ol working. 

Aa io the richness of the diggings Mr Kan I 
onlv eays that fiom what he haa heard ha is 
inclined to btlievo they are good. 

Kane and Sylvester wero sent out to the 
new mines to report lor a Barkorville com- 
pany. Mr John Adair and others, who seem 
lo be perfectly satisfied with tho results of 
their enterprise and with the Bpoed display* 
ed by Kauo and Sylvester in tho uoeompliah.

Tbe NeW Mining Tump* 

Alexandra Bridge, Dec. 18, 1869. 

Editor British Colonist.— The only way 
in wbieb I can furnish Mr Landalo with tbo 
information be asks for is by quotations from 
the catalogue mentioned in my former lotter, 
for I make oo pretensions to personal expo 
rience in these matters — only am interested 
with new mechanical contrivances. 

The pumps are ceutrilugal. For draining 
mines not exceeding 25 to 30 feet io depth 
they can be plaoed on tho surface, iu other 
oases on proper timbering iu the stalt near 
the bottom. As they work without vibration 
or concussion and deliver a constant and 
rapid stream of water, lighter timbering und 
smaller discharge pipes nro needed than in 
ordinary cases. Eor example ; lo deliver 
from 160 to 350 gallons of water per minuie 
a pipe of 4 inches diameter is required— 
from 500 to 1000 gallons one of 6 inches 
diameter. Cast iron pipes ol tho former 
si e tho manufacturers quote at 6 bits per 
foot, to sustain a pressure of 90 feet, and 6a. 
6d. per foot to sustain a pressure ol 200 feel, 
For tbo aeoond size 5s. 6d. and 9a. Wrought 
iron fLnged pipes — much lighter and al:o« 
gether proferable— coBting, for the emaller 
size nearly twice the sum, and for '.be larger 
but little moro than that of cast iron pipes. 
Tho pumps aro driven by steel wire gearing. 
One to lift 150 gallons water ptr minute 100 
foot high with fast valve straioer--not need- 
ed in all oases — adjustable top framing, pul- 
leys and 400 feet best steel wire rope, coats 
in London £98. One to lilt 500 gallons per 
minute, 200 feot, same Dttiags but with 1200 
feet steel wiro rope, £176, exclusive, it will 
be seen, of piping. 

It is quite immaterial what the motivo 
power is. Turbines were suggested for the 
reasons given, and I am at a loss to know 
what are their drawbacks : for, if testimony 
be at all worthy ol credit, tbey have been 
put to all kinds of work, from Bilk spinning 
to driving powerful foroe pumps. Tbe man- 
ufacturers give a sketch ot one of 200 horse 
power erected io Ceylon, whioh, by driving 
a treblesaotioo force pump, forces over a 
hill 460 feot high and through 2 miles ol 
pipe, tbe water required to iirigala some 
large coffee estates. Tbey quote prices for 
all sizes from 1 to 200 horse power und for 
all falls from 500 to 6 feet. They say tbey 
yield a better effect than tbe best over-shot 
wheel, becoming more or less powerful in 
exact proportion to tbo changes in tbo water 
supply. For exomple ; one of 10 horse pow- 
er becoming one of 20 If tbe supply of water 
bo doubled, and falling to 5 if diminished 
one-half — at least, the last can be ecourod 
by means of a oertain adjusting aperatus. 

The same firm offer vertical steam engines 
with boiler and everything complete — that 
need no masonry for foundation — and con- 
structed to burn wood ot £226 tot ono of 10, 
and £345 for one of 20 horse power.
